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Poverty more depressing 
among the richer nations 


OSLO, Norway (NC) — Archbishop 
Helder Camara of Brazil told Scan- 
dinavian ministers here that poverty 
among the rich nations depressed him 
more than poverty among the poor. 


“T really feel sadder seeing need, 
poverty and other social inequities in 
the rich countries than when con- 
fronted by poverty in the poor nations,”’ 
he told a large audience of Lutheran 
ministers gathered in Oslo cathedral. 


THE CRUSADER FOR justice and 
peace was making the point that efforts 
at social justice by concerned 
minorities must start at home. 


“‘Our main thrust should concentrate 
on breaking open the recent structures 
maintained by oppressors against the 
oppressed. But it is not our purpose to 
transform the oppressed of today into 
the oppressors ‘of tomorrow. 


“Our aim is a world without op- 
pressors or oppressed,’’ added the 
bishop of Olinda and Recife. Dom 
Helder, as he is widely known, has been 
nominated for the 1973 Nobel Peace 
Prize by several groups, including 


Scandinavian bishops, both Catholic 
and Protestant. 


HE QUOTED United Nations figures 
showing a sharp decrease in earnings 
among poor nations, while rich 
countries and their corporations in- 
crease their economic power. 

“Despair, along with oppression, is 
increasing, while groups growing in 
power dominate two-thirds of 
mankind,” the Brazilian prelate said. 

Despair often leads to armed 
rebellion, ‘“‘because its leaders are 
convinced that violence is the only 
course open to them.”’ 


CHURCH EFFORTS guided by the 
Gospel “‘as a clear commitment to the 
oppressed. . .are often branded as 
communist,’’ he observed. He urged, 
however, following the Gospel in spite 
of critics. 

“Some church people preach 
patience and obedience,”’ he said, ‘‘and 
while these are good virtues, the fact is 
that they are being manipulated to fit 
the oppressors’ interests, as happens in 
Brazil and other areas of Latin 
America.”’

‘Church made Americans out of immigrants’ 


GAINESVILLE, Fla. (NC) — One of the 
Catholic Church’s significant contributions to 
this country was ‘‘making Americans out of the 
immigrants,” according to Msgr. John Tracy 
Ellis, noted church historian. 

Pointing to how different ethnic groups have 
been assimilated into the American main- 
stream, he said ethnic parishes and their priests 
were responsible for this Americanization. 

“THE CHURCH JUST got the job done,’ he 
stressed, better than any other institution in the 
country, even if it had no program or scientific 
approach. 

Msgr. Ellis was here to receive an honorary 
degree from the University of Florida — his first 
from a secular institution although he holds eight 
from religious universities. 

The priest-historian observed few college 
students are interested in history, especially 
Church history, but added: : 

“THERE IS A LIGHT on the horizon. A new 
interest in ethnic history is dawning — among 


blacks and Slovaks, for example — and this may 
well introduce history to the American people.”’ 

The history of the Church, he continued, is 
“Shameful” where blacks are concerned. Today, 
however, ‘“‘the Church is doing great work 
among blacks, but the fact there are fewer than 
860,000 black Catholics among 23 million black 
Americans shows how poorly the Church con- 
ducted itself in the past.” 

Msgr. Ellis wished that more of today’s 
bishops had the natural leadership qualities of 


-some 19th century bishops. He singled out 


Archbishop John Ireland of St. Paul, Minn., 
and Archbishop James Gibbons of Baltimore. 


WHILE THE FINAL decision in selecting 
bishops must come from Rome, he said, the 
Apostolic Delegate to the U.S. seems to have too 
much to say in the selection. 

‘‘We must find some way to involve priests, 
religious and laity — as well as our own bishops 
— in suggesting names to the Pope for final 
selection,’ he said.

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A church on the move at Big Bear Lake

BIG BEAR LAKE — When summer and 
winter visitors to Big Bear Lake look for 
friendly St. Joseph’s church on the south 
shore, they’lI find it’s missing. 

The 40-year-old frame building is now 
about five miles away on the lake’s north 
shore. 

Father Lawrence E. Geoghan, pastor here 
since 1971, and his parishioners, moved their 
first and only parish church because it 
couldn’t be enlarged on its original site and 
parking off Highway 18 was helter-skelter 
and sometimes risky. 

It took house movers two separate hauls 
by truck to get the church up lake, 
proceeding slowly along the shore. The 
church was cut up into four sections and two 
sections moved at a time. 


It was done between two and three in the 
mornings, long before the sun came over the

San Bernardino mountains and motorists hit 
the road. 

At its new five-acre site, the church was 
reassembled with plenty of room for ex- 
pansion. It had been cleared of all equip- 
ment and other materials, except for pews. 
The choir loft was dismantled so that more 
pews could be added later. 

A new roof will be built, along with new 
wiring, plumbing, etc. The church will 
eventuallly have an ‘‘H”’ shape with kitchen 
and restrooms in the center.There also will 
be CCD classrooms with removable walls. 

Father Geoghan says plans call for a new 
and larger church to be erected near the one 
moved which will be a community hall. 
There has been a rectory on the site since 
1971. 

The old rectory which had remained next 
to the church on the former site, plus a 
Hospitality House, will be sold. 


Much of the planning and moving was

done by volunteer labor or at cost, the pastor 
says. Although St. Joseph’s has about 100 
year-round families, parishioners swell into 
the hundreds during summer vacations and 
winter skiing. 


“The Catholic Church in the Big Bear 
Valley goes back nearly 200 years to 1776 
when a missionary priest, Father Francisco 
Garces, came to the area, according to 
parishioner Sandra Acosta, unofficial parish 
historian. 


Missionaries’ visited the valley 
periodically. It remained a missionary area 
until the early 1920s when Sunday Mass was 
offered regularly. 


In 1931 when San Diego was part of the Los 
Angeles archdiocese, St. Joseph’s parish 
was started with Father C. Norman Raley 
as founding pastor. Even its boundaries are 
vacation-oriented—Lucerne Valley, Sugar 
Loaf Mountain, Snow Valley and Green 
Valley.

Christian communities grow 
on two Riverside campuses

RIVERSIDE — Plans are well advanced 
here by the Newman community of the 
University of California at Riverside and 
Riverside City College for a full spiritual 
and social calendar in the new school year. 

Father Gregory Anderson, OP, Newman 
chaplain, says activities will include prayer 
groups, Bible study, week-end retreats, rap 
sessions and a get-together picnic. 

THIS IS IN ADDITION to the regular 
schedule of Masses, confessions and 
counseling. Home Masses are also offered 
on request, according to Father Albert 
Felice Pace OP, another Newman chap- 
lain. 

The Newman Apostolate in Riverside has 
been entrusted by the Bishop of San Diego to 
the Western Dominican Province. The 
Dominicans, a religious order dating back 
800 years, has from the beginning been 
closely associated with universities and the 
academic life. 

“St. Andrew’s Newman Center here is an 
honest effort to create a Christian com- 
munity,’’ says Father Anderson. “It is 
based on the conviction that the Good News 
of Christ is practical and can be lived here 
and now. Our purpose is to serve the 
students and personnel, as well as their 
families. 

“Our goal is to give Christians on the 
campuses of Riverside the opportunity to 
become involved in a living community, 
share their faith with one another, receive 
God’s help and grow in love.’ 

BUILDING OF A Christian community 
on a college campus is an unending mis- 
sion. The students who constitute its core 


and justify its existence constantly 
change, as do their attitudes, interests and 
needs. The annual challenge of the New- 
man chaplains is to integrate new students 
into the existing community and to foster 
a spirit of openness to programs that will 
meet their needs. Yet they must not over- 
look the more stable element, the faculty 
and other university personnel they also 
serve. 

“Since a truly Christian community is 
basically a worshipping community, the 
liturgy is the heart and soul of our 
program,” comments Father Pace. At- 
tendance has increased to more than 250 on 
Sundays. The chaplains are always 
available for counseling, instructions in the 
teaching of the Church and pre-marital 
preparation. 

PREPARATIONS FOR THE Diocesan 
Synod has afforded an opportunity for the 
people at all levels to participate in the 
Newman life. The synodal board is chaired 
by a UCR graduate student with an 
undergraduate as vice-chairman. An RCC 
student is the representative at the dean- 
ery level. Students, faculty members and 
wives of university personnel constitute 
the board. 

According to Father Anderson, this fall St. 
Andrew’s Newman Center also plans to 
have an office in the Counseling Center at 
the university and will be able to develop 
what is known as a ‘‘dorm”’ ministry. Plans 
are also underway for some kind of on- 
campus presence at Riverside City College. 

“‘We will also be able to tap many of the 
talented resource people on campus to 
create a vital and meaningful liturgy,” 
Father Anderson said.

“Taste and see the goodness of the Lord,”’ we said 
over and over again in response to the Psalm at Mass 
on recent Sundays. How graphic it is. ‘‘Taste and 
see...’ If nothing else, the Bible remains constantly 
earthy in its metaphor. 

What would you do to demonstrate the “‘goodness of 
the Lord’’ to the United States to visitors in about ten 
days? A first-time visit from relatives from England 
gave us the test and in an eight-day tour by road we 
took in Imperial Valley, Yuma, Phoenix, Flagstaff, 
Grand Canyon, Boulder Dam, Las Vegas, Yosemite, 
Merced and the San Joaquin Valley, Oakland, San 
Francisco, Monterey, Santa Barbara and back. 

In 2,347 miles you can see a lot.to ‘‘taste and see’ — 
and praise. I found myself singing ‘‘Praise him...’ to 
the well known hymn tune, at many a turn in the road 
as a new vastness, a fantastic vista opened before our 
eyes. 


Heaven and hell 


In more ways than one the tour is an experience of 
extremes. 

There is the blistering reminder of heat which, but 
for air conditioning, would be a good reason for 
avoiding half the ‘places visited. Over 100 degree 
temperatures blast you from Yuma to Phoenix, from 
Boulder to Las Vegas, and well beyond. 

Then there is the sheer glory and cool delights of the 
heights of Yosemite’s 10,000 foot Tioga pass, the 
tranquil depths of Muir Woods redwoods near San

county. 


God is not Mickey Mouse 


Of the two great “‘escape”’ spots of such a tour — Las 
Vegas and Disneyland — which would you choose? 
The pleasures and true delights of Disneyland provide 
a world which may be fantasy, but it is — in the old 
sense — pure pleasure. 

Las Vegas, with its own intense form of escape, 
takes us into another world of unreality, populated by 
spectres and ogres which Disney omitted. God is not 
Mickey Mouse, but if we had to choose between 
Disneyland and Caesar’s Palace to find him, I thinkI 
would feel closer in Anaheim than in that blistering 
Nevada desert oasis. 


Bay cities and bridges 


The coastal mist which has persisted this year 
shrouded the tops of the Golden Gate bridge, but could 
not hide the amazing engineering feats of all the 
bridges which span the Bay area as a tribute to man’s 
determination and enterprise. 

There is much to “‘taste and see”’ in the glory of the 
Lord in the San Francisco area, one of America’s real 
cities of character. 

There are moments on such a 2400 mile journey 
which are truly close to God. At the many viewpoints 
along the Grand Canyon who can help but ‘‘taste and 
see the goodness of the Lord?” It was good to see a 
plaque with an appropriate Psalm, giving praise. That 
enormous lesson in creation which spans some seven 
ages of the world leaves you in awe and wonder — and 
close to God.

Valley of fertility 


Man’s work in the great and fertile valleys of 
California, watering them to a productive capacity 
unequalled in the world, is an uplifting scene, either 
driving through the criss-crossed farm roads or up on 
the new Interstate 5 northern reaches which command 
wide, panoramic views. 

Here and there farmworkers remind you of the 
struggle, the human heartbreak which runs through 
all of men’s achievements.

Fires and fate

In faith’s name 


It is a tragic fact that two of the most murderous 
conflicts in the world today are religious in 
essence. 

The Irish situation, where murders mount daily 
and spread across the world, needs no 
introduction. 

In the Middle East an sucieat and equally mur- 
derous conflict is perpetuated in the name of 
Moslem and Jew. 

There are, it is true, political, economic and cul- 
tural aspects to both situations. But the world, 
in its simplified and demanding judgment, 
often stigmatizes them as “religious wars.” 

Why cannot the Catholics and the Protestants 
of Ireland come together as Christians to stem 
the bloody tide of murder and revenge which 
appears to motivate proponents of each side? 


Why is it that the centuries of shared tradition 


behind Moslems and Jews have brought little 
but hatred? 

The answer is difficult. It appears to be as 
remote today as ever in Ireland. It seems to 
be as enigmatic as the desert sands in the Mid- 
dle East crisis. 


Our prayers can help. Our prayers must help if 


ever the world is to be freed from hatred, 
Above all, we must ensure that such conditions 
never happen here.

USD before May, 1972, there 
were two schools on the Hill: 
the San Diego College for 
Women owned and operated 
by the Religious of the Sacred 
Heart, and the College for 
Men which included the 
School of Law owned and 
operated by the Catholic 
Diocese of San Diego. 

In 1972, a merger took 
place and one corporation 
was formed which included 
the previous parts. The total 
makes up the new University 
of San Diego. 

With that change another 
one took place.

father of four children. The 
only addition to the campus 
buildings is the new 
president’s home, Casa de 
Alcala. This spacious house 
will serve as the official 
home for future presidents of 
USD. 


WITH THE CHANGES, 
another question is asked 
frequently. Is the University 
of San Diego a Catholic 
University? At a recent 
meeting for campus ad- 
ministrators, President 
Hughes said: 

“The University is by the 
intent of its founders and by 
the mandate of its corporate 
declaration, a Roman 
Catholic institution for 
higher education. Perhaps 
the most unique charac- 
teristics of its individuality 
as one institution within a 
highly pluralistic system of 
higher education is that it is 
both Catholic and_ in- 
dependent. 

“The value posture of the 
institution is Christian; the 
interpretation of its 
Christianity is through the 
doctrine of the Roman 
Catholic Church. It is from 
this base, the fundamental 
truths of Christianity, that 
the pursuit of truth continues 
at the University of San 
Diego. 

“Yet the University is 
independent; it is in- 
dependent in the senses of 
fiscal ‘support and ad- 
ministrative control.” 


USD WILL HAVE an 
enrollment this year of 
approximately 2,800 
students. Four hundred 
freshmen will be on board. 
Fifty per cent are from the 
San Diego area, 25 per cent 
from Southern California 
and 25 per cent are from out- 
of-state and foreign coun- 
tries. Twenty four states are 
represented, most out-of- 
states coming from Arizona. 

Thomas Burke has been 
appointed the new dean of 
students by President 
Hughes. Most recently he 
was executive vice-presi- 
dent of Catering Management, 
Inc., in Missouri where 
he was responsible for 
client relations with 50 
colleges. 

The College of Arts and 
Sciences is now under the 
leadership of Dean Edward 
E. Foster. Dr. Foster, whose 
specialities are Middle 
English Literature, 
Restoration and 18th Cen- 
tury Literature and 
Linguistics, has published 
extensively. Dr. Foster 
comes to USD from Grinnell 
College, Iowa, where he was 
chairman of the English 
Department. 


THE DEPARTMENT of 
Interdisciplinary Studies at 
USD will bring many 
disciplines together around a 
central theme. This year 
there are four new area 
programs, leading to the 
bachelor’s degree, as an 
alternative to the traditional 
single-disciplinary majors. 

A new area of study has 
been coordinated by Dr. 
Richard Phillips who holds 
three degrees from Stanford 
and his Ph.D. from UCSD.

The interdisciplinary course 
“Man in His Environment: 
Focus on San Diego County” 
will be taught by professors 
in the fields of biology, earth 
sciences, history and 
political sciences. 

USD’s School of Education 
has long had an excellent 
reputation for selecting, 
educating and graduating 
qualified students. Father 
William E. Elliott, Ph.D., is 
the newly appointed Dean of 
the School of Education. 
Before coming to USD, 
Father Elliott was an 
Assistant Professor at 
Marquette University in 
Wisconsin. 


WITH THE ARRIVAL of 
four new faculty members 
and a very active advisory 
committee of men from the 
business community, the 
School of Business Ad- 
ministration continues to 
grow in size and reputation. 

According to Dean 
Clement J. Nouri, “It is

AGENCIES within the 
School, with student in- 
volvement, perform in-depth 
legal research and con- 
sulting services for public 
and social agencies, and, 
through the Clinical 
Education Programs, aid in 
the rendering of legal ser- 
vices to those who cannot 
afford to pay for them. 

Dr. Raymond Brandes, 
has been appointed director 
of Graduate and Special 
Programs. Born in 
Coronado, he has been with 
USD since 1966. He has 
directed archeological field 
work at Mission San Diego 
de Alcala, Rancho Los 
Coches and in Old Town. He 
has more than 75 
publications to his credit.

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Catholic Community Services with 
centers in San Diego, San Bernardino, El 
Centro and Apple Valley, also works in 
cooperation with the Public Welfare 
Department through the Unwed Mother 
Program, Family Service, Depari nt 
on the Aging, Juvenile pet pros 
soon.

in enlisting Catholic media, schools and 
pulpits in the work of forming correct 
consciences relative to such public law. 
INDIVIDUAL organizations such as the 
Christian Family Movement, the Legion of 
Mary, and social action committees of 
parish councils also work to meet 
neighborhood needs on a lesser scale. 
Local St. Vincent de Paul Society rep- 
resentaives channel and collect donations 
to the central offices. Some parishes pro- 
de volunteer tuition for immigrant non- 
nglish speaking children. 
Questions which may be considered 
include the degree — if any — of lay 
involvement in the various social action 
programs in the diocese. 


DO THE EXISTING programs meet the 
. needs and how aware are people of the 
extent of these needs? 

Is enough interest raised on the parish 
level or individually in areas of social con- 
cern? Should parish council social action 
committees cooperate in multi-parish 
action to monitor local and state legisla- 
tion where moral and personal rights are 
threatened? 

‘What degree of referral is there from 
parish to diocesan agency? What alterna- 
tives are offered when referrals are not 
made, and how effective are they? 

Is there a need for an extension of central 
facilities or for the establishment of local, 
more accessible centers for counselling 
and referral? How would this be funded? 


PRO-LIFE HAS “hot lines” in San Diego, 
San Bernardino and Upland. Is there need — 
for “hot lines” for drug addicts, suicides, 
other problem areas? If so, would these be 
manned by professionals or trained volun- 
teers? 

Are people aware of what programs and 
assistance exist within the diocese? 
How may they be brought to greater 
awareness?

ide Settlement House in addition to 
al aid, pre-school, youth and adult 
programs, counseling and referrals, for 
the economically deprived, maintains a 
multi-purpose facility at Cedar Commun- 
ity Center for the elderly, in cooperation 
with other religious groups. It offers 
educational and recreational facilities, 
counseling and transportation and other 
programs. 

Bayside also has an office at CCS in San 
Diego for service programs for pre- 
schoolers, youths, adults, home visits and 
so on. Additional services for the elderly 
include rest home placement and senior 
citizens resources. Only one rest home in 
La Mesa, operated by Carmelite Sisters, is 
available at present for the elderly, but 
the Sisters of Nazareth have broken 
ground for a second residence in San 
Diego. 

DIOCESAN protective institutions and 
child care centers are Boys Town of the 
Desert, Beaumont; Nazareth House, San 
Diego and St. Madeleine Sophie’s Training 
Center for Retarded Children, El Cajon. 

In its provision of chaplains to state and 
county institutions, the diocese provides 
counseling and Church presence to 
inmates of prisons, hospitals, drug abuse 
facilities, Juvenile Hall, mental hospitals 
and military services. 

The Senate of Priests has voted to estab- 
lish a political action committee to assist

Confession and First Communion — let’s wrap it up here 


The Declaration halting any further 
experiment of giving First Com- 
munion to a child before Confession 
has resulted in much debate within 
the Church. The article in the 
Southern Cross (August 2) by Father 
Warren Rouse, OFM, met with ap- 
proval and disapproval. Here is a 
selection of letters — and an end to 
the debate for the time being.

But 
that is an argument for the ready 
acceptance of the decision of the 
Congregation Fathers, not against. 
2) ‘“‘We as part of the ‘voice’ of 
the Church have every right to 
debate it.’’ Yes. And we have even 
more the right, in fact the duty, to 
seek the end of debate and the 
beginning of implementation and 
fulfillment. What is a ‘“‘voice’’ in 
the Church if it never utters 
“Amen?” 
3) “If there is no right to debate 


matters. of discipline within the 
Church, then there is no point in 
having synods...’’ Yes. There is 
even less point in having synods if 
we do not move forward through 
communication to education to 
legislation to implementation. 

To return to the real questions at 
hand, what probably motivated all 
the questions and comments to you 
is not whether we have a right to 
debate, but is all debate rightful?

Varied reactions to the Declaration in the Catholic press 


The Catholic Church in England is also upset, 
as can be seen from recent correspondence in the 
London Tablet. The eminent liturgist, Father 
J.D. Crichton, wrote: ‘‘As a priest who has been 
in the pastoral ministry for 41 years..Itisa 
matter of conviction to me, born of the ex- 
perience of preparing children during: all these 
years for their First Communion, that they are 
psychologically incapable of making a con- 
fession worthy of the name. 

‘‘You can of course teach them formulas, you 


_can make up lists of ‘sins’ which they will repeat 


if told to, but they have no apprehension of sin 
even if they have some vague notion of ‘right’ or 
‘wrong.’”’ - 

FATHER CRICHTON cites the document upon 
which the Declaration is based and argues, as I 
did in the Southern Cross: ‘The root error of 


Quam Singulari (whose historical part is. 


somewhat peculiar) is in equating the 
‘discretion’ that is needed to receive Holy 
Communion with that required to make a 
credible confession. 

‘Unhappily, the recent decrees of the 
Congregation for the Sacraments continues this 
interpretation. The action of receiving Holy 
Communion is altogether different in kind from 
that of going to confession. Almost all teachers 
and catechists and great numbers of parents are 
agreed on this and the decision of the 
Congregation can only be regarded as 
retrograde.”’ 

To those of us involved in religious education, 
it is obvious that the formulation of the 
Declaration was basically the work of Cardinal 
Wright despite his protestations that it was done 
‘in a spirit of strict collaboration’? which was 
“mutual, warm and total.’’ His mind was made 
up as far back as December 1971 when he wrote 
in a national magazine about the “‘little tots.” 


“AS FAR AS AGE is concerned,” he wrote, 
“the most suited age still seems to be seven 
or eight years, as we have it today.” In the sec- 
ond place, he has asserted that the “American

Church was one of a few which filed a report,” 
a report which asked for a continuation of the 
experiment. 

To my mind it is most difficult to comprehend 
the conclusion that ‘‘the Congregation is forced 
to say that no important new reasons are 
presented which could justify an affirmative 
answer to the request made by the bishops. The 
reasons given were all known to this 
Congregation. ..”’ 

‘Moreover, the American bishops’ committee 
voted to request an extension of time for further 
experimentation - not on the _ basis of 
psychological studies but for effective pastoral 
practice. Yet Cardinal Wright told Cardinal Krol 
in a March 21 letter: 


-“THE CONCLUSION of the Congregation is 
that the teaching and ruling on these matters... 
are based on sound theological and spiritual and 
also pastoral principles. These principles... 
are not in any way out-dated or rendered less 
valid by progress in the science of psychology, 
pedagogy and allied sciences. Rather the 
progress in these sciences serves to confirm 
them even where they appeared to some to be 
called in doubt.”’ 

The line of reasoning is so dubious, the decision 
so arbitrary, the decree so dictatorial that the 
Worcester paper speculated: ‘‘We can just

imagine this happening with experiments in 
Spain or Holland or Germany or France: there’d 
be a plane-load of cardinals and other bishops on 
the next jet flight out of Madrid or Amsterdam or 
Munich or Paris en route to visit Pope Paul 
personally.” 

And then the bold question: ‘‘Are we in 
America to conclude that we do not have a 
hierarchy whose members are concerned about 
the pastoral needs of the total people?’’ 


PERHAPS THE TRAGEDY of the matter is 
best expressed by Father Howard Basler in the 
Brooklyn Tablet: ‘‘Within the past month, Rome 
has called upon bishops to strengthen and ex- 
pand participatory structures in their dioceses. 
The local bishops were warned not to appear ‘as 
isolated at the top’ without a pastoral sense of the 
needs of their people. Now it-is Rome that ap- 
pears isolated at the top.” 

Long and serious consideration must rightly be ~ 
given to any document issued “‘with the approval 
of the Supreme Pontiff Paul VI.” Even apart 
from the fact that any number of papal 
documents are eventually repudiated (for 
example, the famous Veterum Sapientiae) of 
John XXIII), I would stress several con- 
siderations: 

1. The Declaration is a disciplinary statement. 
It has nothing todo with “faith and morals” and 
therefore it is subject to change. 


2. Disagreement with such a “papal” 
document does not imply a lack of loyalty to the 
Church. Indeed, there is scriptural precedent for 
honest difference of opinion. A cursory reading 
of the Acts of the Apostles demonstrates this. 

3. The question here, and the principle, is that 
of freedom. Those who wish first confession 
before First Communion should have that right. 
But it must be remembered that parents are 
“the first to communicate the faith to their 
children and to educate them’’ (Apostolate of the 
Laity, No. 17). It is my contention that well- 
informed parents are the best judges of the 
appropriate time for first confession.

Happiness is . . . or is it? 


As women will, we were talking 
about. . .life and what makes it worth 
living. 

What is it that. brings happiness — 
what makes life worth living? To pose 
this question is to invite a diversity of 
ideas and ideals. 


SO MANY OF US will answer swiftly 
that only the love of those we love 
brings worth into our lives; others may 
discover it in the effective use of their 
particular talents or skills. 

To be loved by those we love is, un- 
deniably, the greatest joy and delight. 
If it is all that makes life worth living, 
what becomes of us when our loved 
ones are taken? Is life then of no use 
without purpose or joy? 

When that day comes — as it must 
when skills fade and talents dissipate 
— is there no more chance of happiness 


_ or value in life? 


WHAT, IN FACT, do we mean when 
we speak of happiness? So often we 
enunciate’ happiness and_ think 
pleasure. But pleasure is not hap- 
piness, although there is pleasure in 
happiness. 

Pleasure is a transient thing. It is 
dependent upon circumstance or 
persons or place and action. It is an 
emotional response, though none the 
less desirable for that. 

At other times we find ourselves 
thinking contentment. But contentment 
is not happiness. It is not what makes 
life worth living, it is not conducive to 
growth. 


WE ARE HAPPY, truly happy, I 
think, when we are being what we are 
meant to be. We are happy only when 
utterly fulfilled in our being. . .our 
human being and potential. 

There is purpose in life, a real pur- 
pose which is not dependent on im- 
permanent effects, when we are 
working towards our full development 
and forming ourselves into the persons 
we are meant to be. 

We may grow towards happiness 
only when we approach the discovery 
of the purpose of human life and strain 
with all our being to achieve it. 


TO LOVE THOSE whose love we 
possess is deep pleasure; to love where 
we may not seek return or expect 
response — to love because God is love 
and love itself is of immeasurable 


value and integral to life — must bring 
a deep and utter happiness. 

There is personal fulfillment and real 
pleasure in the accomplishments of our 
lives, the successful application of 
talent, a life’s ambition realized. 

But the man who has toiled menially 
throughout his days, collecting trash or 
harvesting field crops, scrubbing 
floors, without pleasure in the nature of 
his task, but in service to others, for 
others, may find real happiness in the 
end. 

HUMBLING -HIMSELF, because a 
man must work to live, must provide 
for those who depend on him, must 
eschew idleness and selfishness, he 


“may — in an awareness of the intrinsic 


dignity of man — begin to reach toward 
happiness. 

Is perfect happiness possible in our 
human condition? Was even Christ 
truly happy on earth? When he found 
his love spurned and betrayal on every 
side, did life seem not worth living? 

When he was crucified for other 
men’s greed and pride and egotism, 
was there no sense of happiness, no 
value in life for him? It could not be so. 


BENEATH ALL THE anguish and 
pain, sustaining his spirit through all 
the sorrow and hurt, must have surged 
the happiness of knowing he had been 
true to himself and his Father. He had 
done what he had come to earth to do. 
He had been a man as perfectly as man 
could ever be. 

‘©. . have glorified you on earth and 
finished the work you gave me todo. . .I 
have made your name known to the 
men you took from the world to give to 
me. I have made your name known to 
them and will continue to make it 
known, so that the love with which you 
loved-me may be in them and so that I 
may be in them... .”’ (John 17). 

To glorify God on earth and complete 
the work he gives us to do. . .again 
Christ offers the simple recipe for 
perfect happiness.

“ ‘Deprogramming’ the Jesus people 
A San Diego man’s crusade 
against youth religious cults 
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Southern Cross Reporter 


The young woman and her companions 
strode down the street, carrying their Bibles 
and singing hymns under the street lamps. 

She was unaware that two men in parked 


, cars were watching her every move. 
“Jesus ~ 


WHEN THE THREE young. 
freaks’”’ went up the stairs into their worn- 
down woodframe commune, the two men 
jumped from their cars and ran towards the 
commune. 

Less than two minutes later, they had 
grabbed the young woman, spirited her into 
one of the cars and driven the screaming 
girl away to a downtown hotel. 

There for nearly eight hours, one of the 
men kept the girl locked in the hotel room, 
alternately shouting at her, whispering to 
her, talking to her, telling her that her 
religious beliefs were ‘‘a bunch of garbage.” 

WHEN IT WAS all over, the girl agreed 
with the man. Her new-found .religious 
group was, indeed, preaching “garbage,” 
she declared. She had been deceived or 
hypnotized by those particular “Jesus 
freaks,’ she told her captor. And she wanted 
to go home to her parents. 

It was another ‘“‘victory”’ for Ted Patrick, 
the strong-willed black man who has shot 
into national prominence by 
“deprogramming” at their parents’ 
request —- young people, whom, he claims, 
have been hypnotized or otherwise swayed 
into joining strict religious cults. 

Those cults, maintains Patrick, a San 
Diego man, constitute a “multi-million 
dollar con game and a definite “threat to 
our national security” and to organized 
religion. 

“I DON’T EVEN call them Jesus freaks,”’ 
Patrick says. ‘‘These are not really religious 
groups at all. They are con artists.” 

The parents who have worked with 
Patrick in forcibly removing their children 
from religious groups and “deprogramming” 
them are enthusiastic in their praise of 
Patrick’s activities. 

_ In. many ~ cases, ~ however, _ the 
deprogrammed ‘‘children’’ are legal adults, 
well into their 20s. 


THE RESULT HAS been a series of 
charges that Patrick’s activities are highly 
illegal and infringe on religious liberty. 
There are potential lawsuits pending which 
question whether parents can legally use 
force to get an adult child back if he leaves 
his home to join a religious group they 
disagree with. 

And in San Diego, the District Attorney’s 
office may file charges against Patrick for 
allegedly abducting two young Denver 
women and locking them in his house for 
deprogramming. 

Earlier this summer, Patrick was found 
innocent of unlawful imprisonment charges 
by a New York jury. The misdemeanor 
charge stemmed from an attempt to 
“deprogram’’ a young Connecticut man who 
had joined a ‘‘Jesus People” cult. 


IN HIS INSTRUCTIONS to the jury, the

New York judge maintained that parents do 
have the right to use force when they feel 
they are acting for their children’s welfare. 

And on those grounds, Patrick feels his 
‘‘deprogramming”’ process is, indeed, 
justified. He charges that most of the 
popular religious cults are threats to young 
people’s welfare — and that “it is actually 
the groups which deprive the youth of 
religious liberty.” 

“It’s all in the eyes,” Patrick will explain, 
charging that many cults attract followers 
through hypnosis and mind control. The end 
result is a group of “‘Jesus zombies...who 
have no will of their own. 


“THEIR TECHNIQUE is to get your 
attention for five or 10 minutes. So many of 
the people I worked with told me the exact 
same thing — that ‘I was unable to take my 
eyes off them.’”’ 

Which young people are most susceptible? 
“All of them,” Patrick says. “Most of the 
ones they get-are very brilliant. Only the 
person who is aware of what they’re trying 
to do is safe. 

“They’ve got more Catholic people than 
anybody. Partly because it (the Catholic 
Church) is big. 


“BUT I FEEL Catholic kids don’t know as 
much about the Bible. It’s easy to go up and 
give something out of context to them. 
Protestants sometimes can shoot right back 
and tell them it’s wrong. 

“But it’s easy for them to shoot the 
Catholic Church down... and they take the 
youth right in.” 

When a young person joins the Children of 
God-—perhaps the most controversial of the 
religious cults and one to which Patrick is 
adamantly opposed — he must sign a paper 
handing over all his possessions to the 
leader of the group, Patrick says. A similar 


procedure is followed by many other cults. 


AFTERWARDS, Patrick charges, the 
groups teach their followers such things as 
“hate of their parents, hate of the establish- 
ment, hate of organized religion.” 

He will point out passages such as one 
from the New Testament Missionary 
Fellowship which says: “The Catholic 
Church is the Babylon, the mother of 
whores.” ; 

Despite the anti-parent stance, Patrick 
says, the groups will often ask their 
followers to solicit money from parents. 


PATRICK ADDS that the leaders, many 
of whom label themselves as gods, prophets 
or both, preach strict obedience to their 
words. On a Canadian television program, 
recently, some members of the Children of 
God said they would murder if their former 
leader, David Berg (who calls himself 
Moses) ordered them to do so. Berg later 
refuted their claims. : 

Patrick knows of 69 different groups 
which he considers “dangerous” — the 
groups total about 200,000 members, he 
says. ‘There may be some good (youth 
religious) groups, don’t get me wrong — I 
just haven’t seen them.” 

Patrick is a family man,-a former com-

IT WAS TWO YEARS AGO, he says, that 
his son met members of a youth religious 
group on a San Diego beach and almost 
“‘couldn’t take his eyes off theirs.’’ He began 
investigating and found a great number of 
parents whose children had left home 
suddenly and joined such groups. The 
parents’ attempts to coax their children 
home had been fruitless. 

“I decided to put up or shut up about it,” 
he said. “‘I told the parents they must be 
willing to do what is necessary and not what 


is legal all the time, even if that meant 
kidnapping their own child.” 

He got cooperation. Parents often work in 
tandem with Patrick. And he says 
“everybody we had a chance to work on we 
were successful with.” 


PATRICK WORKED with a parents’ 
group based in San Diego without pay. But © 
now, he says, ‘‘I’m $15,000 in the hole, with 
legal fees and all. I can’t afford to continue, 
although I do have one or two more jobs.” 

And the future? ‘‘The Children of God talk 
about suing us or starting an investigation of 
us,’’ says one parent who has worked with 
Patrick. ‘“‘Fine, we welcome it. We’d like to 
get them into court with us and break this 
whole thing wide open.”

“Considering the time and 
the space that the court 
devoted to these decisions, 
these ambiguities become 
more difficult to understand 
and it will take considerable 
reflection by the counsel to 
produce a full analysis.

Circus comes to the cathedral 


NEW YORK (RNS) — In 
their highly unusual way of 
praising God, entertaining 
people and raising funds for 
a boys’ home in Orense, 
Spain, ‘‘Los Muchachos”’ — 
the Spanish International 
Boys’ Circus — played on the 
steps of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral here. - 


To the delight of Cardinal 
Terence Cooke and a host of 
onlookers, the boys — many 


in traditional circus 
costumes — _ juggled, 
clowned, and did their 


balancing acts for about 20 
minutes as a Spanish priest 
narrated the performance. 


A FEW MINUTES earlier, 
the entire 100-boy troupe and 
their leader, Father Jesus 
Silva, had taken part in a 
Mass, at which Cardinal 
Cooke presided. Father 
Charles Genet of the 
cathedral. staff celebrated 
the Mass, entirely in 
Spanish. 


The boys, who sang Spanish 
hymns, also brought up the 
offertory gifts of bread, wine 
and water. And while the 
gifts were being accepted by 
the priest, several others 
offered their special ‘‘gifts”’ 
to God by juggling and 


balancing before the sanc- 
tuary. 


The circus group, founded 
by Father Silva to give 
vocational opportunities to 
many of the boys in his care 
at the ‘“‘Nation of Boys” in 
Spain, stopped at the 
cathedral on its way to its 
American opening in 
Philadelphia. The troupe will 
return to New York for a six- 
day run, Sept. 11 to 16, at 
Madison Square Garden. 


CARDINAL COOKE, who 
welcomed the boys to New 
York to begin their four- 
month tour of the US., 
Mexico and Canada, is a 
member of a Vatican com- 
«mission specially charged by 
Pope Paul to look after the 
pastoral needs of refugees 
and other persons, including 
circus people — who are 
away from home. 


The circus is a major 
means of support for some 
2,000 boys in the Nacion de 
Los Muchachos, a self- 
supporting area in Spain’s 
province of Galicia. 


The nation was founded 17 
years ago by Father Silva to 
accommodate orphaned: and 


abandoned boys and now has 


its own democratically 
elected mayor, parliament, 
police force and border 
patrol. 


FATHER SILVA founded 
the circus in 1965 and today 
the boys’ nation has the 
largest circus training 
school in Western Europe.

‘Faith healing’ case in Barstow 


Charges filed against parents 


SAN BERNARDINO, 
Calif. (RNS) — Authorities 
here have filed man- 
slaughter charges against 
the parents of an 11-year-old 
diabetic boy who died when 
they took away his insulin 
after a ‘‘faith healing.” 

The San _ Bernardino 
County district attorney also 
brought a second charge of 
endangering the health of the 
boy, Wesley Parker. 


HE DIED Wednesday, 
Aug. 22, two days after his 
parents, Lawrence and Alice 
Parker of Barstow, threw 
out his supply of insulin. 


A ‘‘faith healer’? at the 


family’s Assembly of God 
church, the parents believed, 
had cured Wesley by a 
“Jaying on of hands.” 


Since 1970 the government 
has been providing a sup- 
plementary diet to children 
under three in tribal areas 
and in urban slums. In 1971 
the program was textended 
to children in the three-to- 
five age group, and since 
then to all children in 
drought-stricken famine 
areas. Expectant and nur- 
sing mothers also get sup- 
plementary. diets. 


The special nutrition 
program this year covers 
about 3 million persons and 
will care for more than 4 
million next year. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S 
fifth five-year plan to start 
from next April intends to 
help 10 million children with 
supplementary nutrition 
programs. This ‘falls far 
short of the number needing 
help. However, the stagnant 
state of India’s economy puts 
a priority on investment in 
the core sector — steel, oil, 
fertilizers and power — at
